The bulk of Nevada’s congres- 
sional delegation and national 
Democratic leaders on Friday 
condemned U.S. Rep. Ruben Ki- 
huen in the wake of reports that 
he sexually harassed a former 
campaign staffer. 

BuzzFeed News reported Friday 
that Kihuen, a 37-year-old fresh- 
man Democrat elected to the U.S. 
House in 2016, “repeatedly ha- 


rassed and made sexual advanc- 

es” toward a 25-year-old finance 

director during his congressional 
campaign. 

The woman, identified in the 
article as Samantha, told Buzz- 
Feed that Kihuen asked her on 
dates, propositioned her for sex 
and touched her thighs without 
consent on two occasions. Ki- 
huen, who is unmarried, was 35 at 
the time. 

Although Kihuen said he had no 
recollection of the events, Neva- 


da Democratic Reps. Dina Titus 
and Jacky Rosen lambasted their 
colleague in the House. 

“Many believed Ruben had 
great potential, but unfortu- 
nately his personal behavior has 
jeopardized his political career,” 
Titus said in a statement. “This 
culture of sexual harassment 
must end. Zero tolerance means 
zero tolerance. Ruben needs to

Guilty plea on charge of lying 
to FBI finalizes fall for Flynn

WASHINGTON — Former 
national security adviser Michael 
Flynn pleaded guilty Friday to 
lying to the FBI, the first guilty 
plea by a senior aide to President 
Donald Trump arising from an 
investigation into possible ties 
between the Russian government 
and Trump’s 2016 campaign. 

According to a two-page 
charging document filed by spe- 
cial counsel Robert Mueller, Flynn 
“willfully and knowingly” lied to 
the FBI in January about two De- 


cember phone calls he had with 
then-Ambassador Sergey Kislyak. 

Flynn told the FBI he did not 
discuss U.S. sanctions against 
Russia or a U.N. resolution on 
Israeli settlements with Kislyak, a 
claim refuted by U.S. intelligence 
officials who intercepted the calls. 

Flynn didn’t speak in court Fri- 
day, but in a statement the retired 
general cited his years of military 
service before acknowledging 
“that the actions I acknowledged 
in court today were wrong.” 

Flynn also said he had agreed to

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Senate 
approves 
tax reform 
legislation 


Last-minute tweaks 
produce 51-49 vote

WASHINGTON — Republicans 
tweaked a $1.4 trillion tax-cut 
package to win over holdout 
GOP senators Friday and passed 
the first sweeping reform of the 
nation’s tax code in 30 years. 

The Senate voted 51-49 to pass 
the tax-cut package that puts the 
Republican-led Congress a step 
closer to giving President Donald 
Trump his first legislative victory. 

Senate Majority Leader Mitch 
McConnell, R-Ky., called the 
legislation a “once in a lifetime” 
opportunity to cut taxes for cor- 
porations, businesses and indi- 
viduals. 

But Sen. Ron Wyden, D-Ore., 
the ranking Democrat on the 
Senate Finance Committee, 
said the legislation “betrays the 
middle-class” for faceless corpo- 
rations. 

“This vote will not be forgotten,” 
Wyden said. 

The bill passed after an evening 
of parliamentary manuevers and 
heated rhetoric as Republicans 
muscled the legislation through 
the process over objections from 
Democrats who chafed at the 
GOP tactics. 

Sens. Dean Heller, R-Nev., and 
Catherine Cortez Masto, D-Nev., 
sided with their respective parties 
during those maneuvers. 

“The U.S. Senate today passed 
sweeping legislation that will 
give hardworking Nevadans and 
Americans throughout the coun- 
try the break that they deserve,” 
Heller said. 

Republicans touted their bill as 
one that would put money into 
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
